Exchange or Tuition Visits. 

In view of inquiries on such matters received from 
members at the headquarters of the British Medical Asso- 
ciation, whether in respect of opportunities for themselves 
or for members of their families, readers may be reminded 
that facilities are available in certain circumstances under 
the auspices of the National Union of Students of the 
Universities and University Colleges of England and Wales, 
which is affiliated to the International Confederation of 
Students. 

Exchanges.—In view of invitations which it receives for 
exchange of visits, the Union is desirous of hearing of young 
people in this country who or whose guardians would like 
to arrange exchanges. The only direct cost to the English 


student or visitor is that of the journey, and in return for | 
the hospitality which he (or she) receives abroad he is asked | 
to arrange for hospitality to a foreign student for an equal | 
period. Sometimes the Union also hears of cases in which | 
longer exchanges are desired, for example, with people living | 


in university towns. Thus, in a certain number of cases, 
where medical students or doctors wish to study or do 
research in a foreign university for a limited time, such 
exchanges can probably be arranged. 

du pair” or Tuition’? Visits. —Under this part of the 
Union’s scheme the foreign student, in return for an invitation 
to stay in a family, gives his services as a teacher of his own 
language, or undertakes to speak his language, and correct 
his host’s mistakes. Many have additional coaching qualifica- 
tions, such as music or mathematics, and most of the women 
students are prepared to undertake light household duties, 
looking after children, or dressmaking. 

At present the Union is specially desirous of finding 
English families who can make use of the services of the 
various foreign students who are anxious to come here this 
summer, but the Union would also be glad to arrange 
“tuition visits ’’ to families on the Continent for approved 
English applicants. Having, however, already received a 
large number of applications for the at present rather 
limited number of openings for tuition visitors abroad, 
English people interested are recommended to offer, where 
possible, ‘‘exchanges’’ rather than propose going as 
tuition visitors. Incidentally, they are in this way likely 
to have better holidays, as by this plan they are under no 
obligation either to help in the house or to give lessons in 
English. Two references and a medical certificate are 
given and required to be furnished by each applicant.

THE ANNUAL EXHIBITION OF SURGICAL 
INSTRUMENTS AND APPLIANCES, 
DRUGS, FOODS, ETC. 

Seconp Norice, 

Lamps and Ophthalmic Instruments. 


Severna of the firms mentioned the 
the Exhibition published last week included in their 
exhibit ophthalmic instruments and equipment, but one 
or two others concentrated solely upon these, among them 
Theodore Hamblin, Limited (15, Wigmore Street, W.1), 
with their usual distinctive display. The principal place 
was given to a quite new instrument, the Lister-Morton 
ophthalmoscope, intended for all purposes, including retino- 
scopy, also the self-contained Lawson operating lamp, for 
use where no ordinary source of electrical current is avail- 
able. Another new design was a double grid ophthalmic 
lamp, and yet another a desk inspection lamp, with a slit 
for use as a hand slit-lamp. A series of test types on the 
roller principle was interesting, as was a special display of 
telescopic spectacles in frames for operating and also for 
low visual acuity. 

New devices in the way of test types were shown by 
Rayner and Keeler, Limited (9, Vere Street, W.1), including 
a four-face revolving drum with external standard illumina- 
tion. A very compact testing set was one in which the 
opening of a spring flap disclosed the two largest letters 
and one line at a time of the smaller type, the lamp being 
totally enclosed. This firm also had a series of ophthalmo- 
scopes incorporating the Morton principle, operating lamps 
for various exigencies, perimeters, and operating spectacles. 

C. W. Dixey and Son (Cardiff) had an optical exhibit 
with the usual tests and trial frames, also ophthalmoscopes, 
retinoscopes, and various magnifiers. 


Acoustic Instruments. 

While spectacles with ‘‘ thick turtle”? rims become more 
and more conspicuous, the aids to hearing shrink away, 
as though any degree of deafness were an offence against 
society, while myopia and astigmatism were a_ badge of 
honour. Mr. R. H. Dent (309, Oxford Street, W.1), who 
last year showed his wrist-button attachment, followed it 
up this year with a hat-button ‘ Ardente,’? making an 
acoustic instrument as inconspicuous and elegant as it can 
well be, while losing nothing in efficiency. He has also 
reduced the size of his ‘‘ Ardente ’’ stethoscope for deaf 
medical men without any loss of sensitiveness, simplicity, 
or freedom from extraneous, vibratory, or metallic sounds. 

General Acoustics, Limited. (77, Wigmore Street, W.1), 
had a good array of the instruments which have come to 
be known under the name of ‘ Acousticon.’”? It was stated 
that there are no fewer than one hundred different types 
of these now available, made in shell, ivory, ebony, and 
metal, some operated by a small battery and others non- 
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electrical. The latest ear-piece exhibited was of about the 
size of a sixpence, and gave clear natural reproduction, 
while ne unsightly head band or ear crook was necessary. 


Chemical and Pharmaceutical Preparations. 

The pharmaceutical firms accounted for more than twenty 
stands in the exhibition, and very attractive displays most 
of them were. The art of recommending—or disguising— 
drugs by a pleasant appearance, not to mention a pleasant 
flavour, has been well learned by the British manufacturing 
chemist. The patient nowadays has no need to “‘ shut the 
eves and gulp the medicine,’’? but rather to open the eyes 
as widely as possible and expect a pleasurable experience. 

Facing both entrances to the exhibition was the tastefully 
arranged and distinctive stand of Burroughs Wellcome and 
Company (Snow Hill Buildings, E.C.1), crowned by a 
wicorn—or was it on this occasion the red dragon of 
Wales? A prominent position here was given to the new 
alkaloid ephedrine, in tabloid form, Another noteworthy 
product was liver extract, an active selected fraction of an 
extract derived from fresh liver, prepared by the process 
tested by the Medical Research Council. It is issued in 
tubes, each tube representing half a pound of fresh liver. 
Moogrol, a mixture of esters of the chaulmoogric acids, 
for use in leprosy, was shown, and a more recent develop- 
ment was alepol, which consists of the sodium salts of the 
less irritating fatty acids of hydnocarpus oil. Avenyl, 
which is a short title for 2-myristoxy-mercuri-3-hydroxy- 
benzaldehyde, was presented for leprosy complicated by 
syphilis, where ordinary arsenical products used in the treat- 
ment of syphilis are apt to intensify the leprotic condition. 
A representative display of the standard products of this 
firm added to the general attractiveness of the exhibition. 

The exhibit of Boots Pure Drug Company, Limited (Not- 
tingham), had as a background photographs of the firm’s 
large laboratories, and in the forefront were such standard 
products as stabilarsan, sulphostab, thiostab, bismostab, 
and gonococcal vaccines. A bulk display was made of the 
synthetic antiseptic acriflavine, and a large vase of hexyl- 
resorcinol also attracted attention. Capsules and tablets, 
ilso a solution in glycerin of the preparation just named, 
were shown. Another impressive exhibit was a 500-dose 
vase of liver extract prepared by the approved process. 
Tubes of powder and of tablets, each tube representing 8 oz. 
of fresh liver, were displayed. Among many other products 
vas columbrin for cholecystography. Altogether a very 
elective exhibit. 

Among the recent introductions at the stand of Parke, 
Davis and Company (Beak Street, W.1) was adrephine, 
vhich is an aqueous solution for local application to the 
mucous membrane, and for which the claim is made that it 
possesses the sume capacity as adrenaline for giving rapid 
relief, and follows this with the less marked but more 
sustained action of ephedrine. A_ series of antigens 
wiginating in the firm’s research laboratory, including 
taphylococcus and streptococcus immunogens, were shown, 
aid another exhibit was a standardized serum, for w ich 
hth antibacterial and antitoxic properties were clairied, 
lr use in puerperal septicaemia. All the older prep.ra- 
tons were also on view, such as the diphtheria and scarlet 
lwer antitoxins, the latter prepared by the Dick method, 
and the bacterial vaccines prepared in the departmen: of 
therapeutic inoculation at St. Mary’s Hospital. This varied 
«hibit included many pharmaceutical products, and also 
aselection of medicated toilet preparations. 

Allen and Hanburys, Limited (Bethnal Green), whose 
‘urgical instrument section has already been noticed, showed 
‘eir liver products for the treatment of pernicious anaemia ; 
these included desiccated liver in powder and extract of 
‘ver in capsules and tablets. Ephedrine figured at this 
‘and also, and was made up in ampoules for hypodermic 
e, as a pleasantly flavoured elixir for oral administra- 
ton, and as a spray or ointment for external application. 
Various glandular preparations, a gelection of therapeutic 
‘tums, insulin, and other familiar products were shown, 

'Md sodium tetraiodophenolphthalein for visualization of 
mien bladder by 2 rays completed a comprehensive 
it. 

The firm of Hoffmann-La Roche Chemical Works, Limited 

wes Road, London, N.13), again put in the forefront 


their drug allonal as a synthetic preparation for use as 
a hypnotic and analgesic. Another preparation here was 
sedobrol, made in soup cubes from vegetable extracts, each 
cube containing 17 grains of sodium bromide; this was put 
forward as advantageous wherever bromides were indicated. 
Other products were digalen, a digitalis preparation, and 
omnopon, presenting the alkaloidal constituents of opium 
in the form of soluble hydrochlorides. 

Among other novelties shown by Bayer Products, Limited 
(St. Dunstan’s Hill, E.C.3), was a new way of putting up 
neosalvarsan, involving the use of double ampoules. A point 
was also made of theominal, a combination of theobromine 
and the luminal brand of phenobarbital, and offered as a 
vaso-regulator and antispasmodic. Among the several other 
distinctive preparations here hexeton was signalled out; 
this is a water-soluble synthetic camphor preparation for 
intramuscular and intravenous use. 

Several firms specialized their exhibit to liquid paraffin 
and similar preparations. The Deshell Laboratories, 
Limited (Clapton), exhibited petrolagar, an emulsion of 
paraffin and agar-agar, now obtainable in four varieties, 
This firm also distributed some excellently produced booklets 
calling attention to the many pathological conditions due 
to constipation. The Semprolin Company, Limited (Leather 
Lane, E.C.1), put forward various products bearing their 
name—emulsions in different combinations, and jellies— 
which stands for the use of a Russian oil of fine quality 
and high viscosity. Palatability, freedom from nauseating 
effects, and improved therapeutic action were claimed for 
these emulsions. 

Nujol was again in evidence, with the announcement 
that its price had been considerably reduced, so that this 
intestinal lubricant was brought within the means of many 
patients to whom its cost hitherto had been prohibitive. 
lt was claimed for this preparation that the viscosity of 
the liquid paraffin used was physiologically correct at body 
temperature. It was also put forward in the form of a 
pleasantly flavoured agar emulsion, to overcome the objec- 
tion of the sensitive palate to the plain preparation. 

At another stand the value of kaylene and kaylene-ol—the 
claim for the latter being that it not merely lubricated the 
bowel, but actively prevented the absorption of toxins—was 
advertised by Kaylene Limited (Mandeville Place, W.1), 
In another preparation a slight amount of phenolphthalein 
was added to reinforce the lubricating action of kaylene-ol 
by a powerful laxative. The same firm showed colonol 
liquid paraffin, a medicinal oil of Russian origin. 

Evans Sons, Lescher and Webb, Limited (Liverpool), 
demonstrated various specialties manufactured at their 
pharmaceutical laboratories and fine chemical works. One 
section of the exhibit comprised biological products, 
including hepatex, a highly concentrated extract of liver, 
in the form of a palatable liquid, issued in 4 oz. bottles 
and ready for administration without any previous prepara- 
tion. A recent improvement in concentration in this pro- 
duct was announced, whereby 1 oz. now contains the active 
principles of 16 oz. of fresh liver. Among the vaccines 
shown was a “ common cold’”’ vaccine, prepared from a 
variety of strains; there were also influenza and whooping- 
cough vaccines. Once again ephedrine, the alkaloid which 
has lately come into prominence for the treatment of asthma 
and hay fever, was shown. Another exhibit was a display 
of medicated soaps, manufactured by an associated company. 

A newcomer to the exhibition was the Mond Staffordshire 
Refining Company, Limited (47, Victoria Street, S.W.1), 
with an exhibit of monsol products, offered here in liquid, 
pastille, and ointment form. 

Two stands were occupied by W. Bredt (41, Great Tower 
Street, E.C.), at one of which the principal exhibit was 
thilocologne—an ethyl chloride with eau-de-Cologne. An 
ingenious nozzle device was exhibited whereby the ethyl 
chloride was made to leave the tube in the form of single 
drops instead of in a jet, thereby avoiding the waste of 
material due to volatilization when a jet is employed. 
The other stand was occupied with demonstrations of 
another device in the shape of Behring’s -venale, a vacuum 
arrangement for collecting blood samples under conditions 
ensuring absolute sterility. In the Behring serule the 
reverse principle was shown, air pressure forcing out the 
injection fluid, again under absolutely sterile conditions, 
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The original ichthyol, made from the raw material 
obtained from certain exclusively owned bituminous shale 
workings in Tyrol, was again exhibited by the Ichthyol 
Company, Limited (18, Adam Street, Adelphi, W.C.2), and 
reports on the subject were distributed. It is now forty 
years since this organic sulphur preparation was intro- 
duced into medicine. Salves of various strengths of 
ichthyol were exhibited, and attention was drawn to a 
special method of packing ichthyol preparations in clean 
lead-foil tubes, by which exposure and loss are reduced 
to the minimum. Other preparations were ichthargan, a 
compound of ichthyol with sulphur, introduced as a remedy 
in gonorrhoea, and ichthoform, the product of the reaction 
of ichthyol with formic aldehyde, offered as a_ useful 
intestinal antiseptic. 

British Drug Houses, Limited (Graham Street, N.1), con- 
centrated upon a few products of much interest. One of 
these was its liver extract, issued in tubes, each contain- 
ing the equivalent of half a pound of fresh raw liver. 
Ephedrine, the natural, not the synthetic, product, and 
obtained from the Chinese plant imported by this firm, 
was again shown. Another exhibit was an ethyl ether for 
which the highest standard of puvity was claimed. Finally, 
there were the firm’s vitamin products—radiostol, radio- 
stoleum, and radio-malt—the result of work in the firm’s 
laboratories on the irradiation of ergosterol, which resulted 
in the production of vitamin D on a commercial scale.

GENERAL MEDICALE COUNCIL. 

Executive ComMitter. 
A meeETING of the Executive Committee of the General 
Medical Council was held on July 23rd, Sir Donanp 
MacAuister presiding. The Committee placed on record 
its deep regret at the sudden death of Sir James Hodsdon, 
a member, and co-opted Dr. Ashley Mackintosh to fill the 
vacancy. Sir Norman Walker was appointed a member 
of the Dental Beard in place of Sir James, Hodsdon. A 
letter was read from Sir Robert Bolam resigning his 
membership of the Council as a Direct Representative on 
his appointment as representative of the University of 
Durham. It was resolved that the vacancy be filled by 
an election to be held before the November session, at 
the same time as the election of a Direct Representative 
to fill the vacancy caused by the death of Dr. J. A. 
Macdonald. 

Union of South Africa Medical Act.—The Dominions Oftice 
forwarded a copy of the new Act to consolidate and amend the 
Jaws im force in the Union of South Africa relating to medical 
practitioners, dentists, chemists and druggists, nurses. mid- 
wives, masseurs, and other classes of persons. This Act. which 
also extends to the mandated territory of South-West Africa. 
provides that the Governor-General, after considering any 
recommendation by the Council, may prescribe by regulation 
the diplomas, degrees, and certificates which entitle to regis- 
tration, provided that they entitle the holder to practise in 
the country in which the body granting them is situated, that 
there is reciprocity between the Union and that country, and 
that the standard is not lower than that required in the Union. 
The Governor-General may make regulations for the registration 
of medical and dental students. Any unregistered person who 
practises as a medical practitioner, or performs any act specially 
pertaining to the calling of a medical practitioner, or pretends 
to be a medical practitioner, is liable to a fine not exceeding 
£100; there are similar penalties with regard to unqualified 
practising of dentistry. The use of the British Pharmacopocia 
is enjoined. No registered person may make extortionate 
charges for services rendered, and if the fee exceeds that 
usually charged, the practitioner must, before rendering the 
service, inform the person concerned of the fee which it is 
intended to charge. Persons mentally or physically disabled 
to the extent that their continued practice would be contrary 
to the public welfare may be suspended for a specified period 
from carrying on their profession. 

Indian Qualifications.—The Committee resolved, pending the 
creation of a Medical Council for India (which is the subject 
of a draft bill now in the hands of the Government of India), 


and the appointment in the meantime of a Commissioner of 
Medical Qualifications and Standards, to recognize for another 
year the medical degrees of certain of the Indian universities, 
It was accordingly decided that the recognition of the degrees 
of M.B., B.S. of Bombay, Lucknow, Madras, and the Punjab 
universities be continued until July 3ist, 1929, subject to the 
receipt by the Council before July Ist," 1929, of a satis 
factory report by an inspector or inspectors appointed by the 
Government of India, and approved by the Council, as to 
a final examination held in the academic year 1928-29. It was 
also agreed, with the same stipulation, and to the same date, 
to recognize the degree of M.B. of the University of Calcutta 
obtained after May 12th, 1928, under the new regulations 
which have iately been applied, at the Council’s instance, by 
the senate of that University to existing students. A_ report 
on the final medical examination at Calcutta was received 
from Colonel J. W. D. Megaw of the Indian Medical Service, 
who has been acting as the Council's inspector. After reporting 
in detail on the examinations in medicine, surgery, and mid 
wifery, Colonel Megaw states that, although there is room for 
improvement, he is quite certain that the examiners have 
made a genuine attempt to raise the standard of efficiency, 
and that the examination is much better, on the whole, than 
in former years. The University authorities and examines 
have shown themselves ready to introduce the improvements 
which had been suggested. With regard to Rangoon Un 
versity, the reply of the authorities to some criticisms passed 
by Colonel T. A. Needham, the Council's inspector, was 
submitted, together with Colonel Needham’s rejoinder thereto, 
The point of contention is with regard to the preliminary 
general and scientific education cf the medical students, which 
the authorities of the University think is well ensured by 
the existing regulations, while Colonel Needham is of opinica 
that it is doubtful whether, in consequence of a recent change, 
sufficient or satisfactory standards will in future be maintained 
The Executive Committee considered the matters placed befor 
it. but took no action thereon in the meantime. 

Indian Medica? Council.—The draft bill to establish an all 
India Medical Council and to provide for the maintenance of 
a British Indian Medical Register, which had been sent to the 
General Medical Council by the India Office, was considered, 
and the President was authorized to transmit to the India Office 
éertain suggestions thereon. This draft bill has been circulated 
to local governments for the expression of their opinion, and the 
Government of India hopes to introduce it during the next 
session of the Indian Legislature if the replies of the local 
governments are received in time. The bill embodies the 
results of the deliberations of a small informal committe 
appointed by the Government of India to consider and _ report 
on the -problem of the regulation of the standards of medical 
education in India, and has been framed to’ some extent 00 
the lines of the Canadian Medical Act. It provides for the 
establishment and maintenance of medical inspectors, who, it 
is intended. should constitute the principal agency for securing 
conformity to the standards and qualifications devised by the 
Council, and in this respect the bill seeks the establishment o 
a permanent footing of machinery similar to the agency which 
the Council has since 1921 periodically employed to discharge 
its statutory functions in India. The bill does not define the 
relations of the central Council to the provincial Councils; 
such adjustments require detailed examination by the Goverr 
ment of India in consultation with local governments. The 
draft bill represents only a tentative project of legislation, 
framed principally as a basis for discussion. 

The Functions and Training of Midwires.—The Depart 
mental Committee (of which Sir Robert Bolam is chairmaa) 
appointed to consider the working of the Midwives Acts, with 
particular reference to the training of midwives and the co® 
ditions of their appointment, requested that evicence might 
be given on behalf of the General Medical Council with regard 
to the use of drugs by midwives, the education of the medi 
student in midwifery, and possibly other matters within the 
Committee’s terms of reference. In connexion with the training 
of midwives it was stated that the Departmental Committe 
proposed to review the present position, including among othet 
points the period of training, the curriculum, the available 
facilities for teaching both theoretical and practical subjects 
the desirability of differentiating midwifery training sch 
according to the type of people to be trained, the qualificatw#® 
which the teacher of midwifery should possess, and the questiot 
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of post-certificate training. Maternity nursing and the possi- 
bility of placing it upon a more satisfactory footing than at 
present is also to be considered. The Executive Committee 
requested the President of the Council to attend before the 
Departmental Committee on October 24th to explain the general 
yiew of the Council and to introduce other members who would 
give evidence relating to England, Scotland, and Ireland 
respectively. 

At a previous meeting the Executive Committee, in con- 
sidering the amended rules of the Central Midwives Board, 
had expressed doubt whether the definition of abortion given 
in the rules was sufficiently clear or accurate. It was now 
stated that the definition had been altered to read as follows : 
“The passage of the contents of the uterus before the foetus 
js viable—that is, of an age at which it may be reasonably 
expected to survive. (Note.—For practical purposes a foetus is 
not viable before the twenty-eighth week of pregnancy.)” 


National Insurance. 


LONDON PANEL COMMITTEE. 


A ueeTiNG of the London Panel Commitiee was held on July 24th 
under the chairmanship of Dr. H. J. Carpare. 


Health Lectures to Insured Persons. 

The Panel Committee is arranging a number of health lectures 
to insured persons. Seven practitioners have already offered their 
services as lecturers, and it has been agreed that a fair and 
reasonable fee for each lecture is three guineas, this to include 
out-of-pocket. expenses. In reply to a point raised by the Insur- 
ance Committee, the Panel Committee decided to inform that 
body that owing to the fact that only in exceptional circumstances 
would it be possible for a practitioner to lecture to imsured 

ms on his own list, in its opinion no objection should be 
raised to practitioners delivering health lectures to insured persons 
on the lists of other practitioners, — they were given in 
districts sufficiently distant fom those in which the turers 
ordinarily practised. 


Ordcring of Splints. 

The Committee considered the question of the procedure to be 
adopted by insurance practitioners in the ordering of splints or 
appliances which might be regarded as splints. It was stated 
that the present position was very unsatisfactory, as owing to the 
donbt which at present existed as to the exact definition of a 
splint, practitioners when ordering applianees for their patients 
could not be certain whether they would be allowed at the cost 
of the chemists’ fund. In this connexion the Ministry of Health 
had stated that while a spinal jacket required for the treatment 
of tuberculosis of the spine might properly be regarded as a splint, 
ajacket required for the treatment of lateral curvature could not 
properly be so regarded. The Committee agreed to forward the 
correspondence with the Ministry on this subject to the Insurance 
Acts Committee, seeing that the question was one affecting 
insurance practitioners throughout the country, and to ask that 
body to consider the question of the procedure to be adopted by 
Eeioness in the ordering of splints and appliances which might 

regarded as splints. 


Proprictary Preparations. 

For some months past the Committee has been considering the 
question of whether various proprietary preparations should or 
should not, be allowed at the cost of the chemists’ fund. Conse- 
quent upon the Committee’s recommendations, it was now reported 
that a letter had been received from the Insurance Committee 
slating that after June Ist, 1928, no further payment would be 
made in respect of prescriptions for the following preparations : 
Bragg’s charcoal biscuits, lifornian syrup of figs, McCoy’s cod- 
liver oil tablets, melovol jelly, miol, ostelin, ostelin tablets, astelin 
with a juice, sal vitae, sulis water, sulphaqua bath charges, 
Varicosan bandages, and zomogen tonic food. 


LONDON INSURANCE COMMITTEE. 
Change of Doctor. 

At the meeting of the London Insurance Committee on July 26th 
Particulars were given with regard to notifications by insured 
persons of their desire to change doctors in the same district. The 
‘otal of such applications during the last nine months has been 
18,502. In the quarter October to December, 1927, there were 

applications; in January to March, 1928, the number was 
67; and in April to June, 5,301. In addition, during this 
pried 4,573 irregular transfer acceptances were sent in by 
Practitioners and rejected. 


Farming out”? Insurance Practice. 
The London Insurance Committee decided to take counsel’s 
pinion whether it was intra rircs for the Committee, in any case 
mwhich it had granted consent to a practitioner to employ an 
“sistant to attend his insured patients, to limit such consent to 
a definite period of time and to revoke it on being satisfied that 
i condi(ions under which the consent was given had altered or 
that the bulk of the work of the insurance practice was being 
“arried out by the assistant, and not by the practitioner per- 


sonally. The decision to consult counsel was made as the result 
of an investigation which showed that in a certain insurance 
+ the vast majority of the prescriptions had been given 

y the assistant and not bythe practitioner. Counsel’s opmion 
was that the Committee might impose conditions upon a practi- 
tioner who wished to employ an assistant so long as those condi- 
tions did not amount to an unreasonable withho ding of consent, 
and that the limiting of the consent to a fixed period could not 
be objected to, nor would it be objectionable for the Committee 
to make its consent conditional upon the continued existence of 
the state of things which obtained when the application was made. 
Counsel, however, considered it doubtful whether the Committee 
could insist upon the bulk of the work being carried out by the 
practitioner himself, as the terms of service empowered a practi- 
tioner to delegate any of his work to his assistant, subject to the 
right of the patient to the personal services of the practitioner, 
and to reasonable steps being taken to secure continuity of treat- 
ment. It appeared to the Insurance Committee that, if counsel 
were right, a practitioner, who with consent employed an assistant 
regularly, might delegate the whole of his work to his assistant, 
and that on this view it could not be held to be a breach of the 
practitioner's obligation to provide treatment personally for his 
insured patients unless it could be proved that proper arrange- 
ments were not made for continuity of treatment or that a 
patient had applied unsuccessfully for the personal service of the 
practitioner. The Committee therefore decided to ask the Ministry 
of Health to advise what steps, if any, could be taken by the 
Committee to prevent the practice of ‘‘farming out” by a 
practitioner, The Ministry’s reply now reported was that if it 
was shown that a practitioner, without reasonable cause, was 
leaving his insurance ice to an assistant and giving insuffi- 
cient personal attention to his patients, this might constitute an 
adequate ground for withholding consent to the continued employ- 
ment of the assistant.
